Lawmen Arrest Five 
In Murder, Kidnaping 


A m urder and aggravated kid­ 
naping 
kept local law enforcement 
officials busy over the weekend. 
Charles Brown, 48, of McKinney is 
in Collin County Jail charged with the 
Sunday evening m urder of 35-year old 
Will C. Otts of 310 Eastwood Apart­ 
ments in Plano. 
Also, the Plano Police Department 
has a rre ste d four white m ales, 
ranging in age from 18 to 21, on 
suspicion of aggravated kidnaping. 


In the m urder case, Sheriff Jerry 
Burton said Otts was shot once in the 
face with a .22 magnum at the home of 
his estranged wife, Ruby, in Fairview 
just south of McKinney. Brown, Mrs. 
Otts’ boyfriend, was arrested at the 
scene. 
The victim was taken to Collin 
Memorial Hospital then transferred to 
Parkland Memorial Hospital in Dallas 
where he was pronounced dead. 
The shooting apparently resulted 


from an argum ent betw een the 
estranged couple, Sheriff Burton said. 
The Otts, who were separated but not 
divorced, had argued over their son 
earlier in the day and Brown allegedly 
took up the argum ent with the victim 
Sunday evening. 
Collin County officers were called to 
Mrs. Otts’ Fairview home at ap­ 
proximately 4 p.m. Sunday where 
Brown was immediately arrested and 
taken before Judge Jack Cope in 
McKinney. He was charged with 
murder and placed under $100,000 
bond. 
Out on $5,000 bond each for kid­ 
naping charg es are M ichael R. 
Wickliffe, Russell K. Salmon and 
Lonnie Dalrymple. Juan Delgado is 
the only one of the four 
kidnaping 
suspects to rem ain in Collin County 
Jail Monday morning.

Misses Expectations

As the four-day holiday accidental 
death count by United Press Inter­ 
national drew to a close, at least 449 
persons had died in traffic accidents 
by I a.m. EST Sunday. The period in 
which deaths were counted began at 6 
p.m. last Wednesday and ended at 
midnight local time.

California by far outdistanced the 
rem ainder of the nation in traffic 
death totals with 59. New York 
followed with 24, Illinois 23, Georgia 
and Michigan 21 each and Indiana and 
Missouri 20. 
The National Safety Council had 
estimated a minimum of 460 persons 
would be killed during the counting 
period and 20,000 to 25,000 would 
suffer disabling injuries. 


But the holiday estim ate was lower 
than the average toll for a four-day, 
non-holiday weekend in late autumn 
because of reduced auto travel and

Fans Crowd 
Elvis’ Grave 
In Memphis

Thousands of som ber fans filed 
quietly past Elvis Presley’s grave for 
the first time Sunday, leaving behind 
a sprinkling of dam p flowers and 
tears in the “meditation garden” of 
his mansion. 
A steady rain that fell through most 
of a freezing day apparently kept 
away the throng that had been ex­ 
pected for the first public opening of 
the Presley gravesite, but mansion 
gatekeepers estim ated 3,400 visitors 
were ushered through the garden in 
large groups. 
Security guards for the Presley 
family planned initially for only 25 
persons to visit the grave every 20 
minutes, but the groups were quickly 
increased to 30 and 60 as the fans 
moved reverently but rapidly through 
the small terraced garden where 
P resley is buried alongside his 
mother, Grace. 
“ I t’s 
just 
b eau tifu l,” 
Billie 
Galbraith of Fort Smith, Ark., said as 
she wept. “ It’s very fitting. I wor­ 
shipped the man and I will be back 
again.” 
Like many others, she left behind a 
single red rose. 
The fans were closely watched by 
security guards but were allowed to 
snap pictures as they 
wandered 
through the small garden area where 
simple bronze m arkers rest on the 
graves of Presley and his mother. 
Some wept softly as they read an 
inscription, 
w ritten 
by 
Vernon 
Presley, on his son’s grave. It reads in 
part, “ He was a precious gift from 
God ... We cherished him and loved 
him dearly ... God saw that he needed 
some rest and called him home to be 
with Him.” 
The rain that had fallen steadily 
Saturday night and most of Sunday 
morning ended mid-afternoon and the 
sun shone through four stained glass 
windows encased in a semi-circular 
wall behind the graves.

Hendrick Wary of Drug ‘Problem’ 


Local school superintendent H. Wayne Hendrick claims that peer pressure is 
probably the prime motivator for teenage drug abuse but adds that poor values 
are also a factor. (Staff photo). 


(Editor’s Note: This is the second in 
a series of six articles outlining the 
various aspects of teenage drug abuse 
in Plano).

Plano Independent School District 
superintendent Dr. H. Wayne Hen­ 
drick admits that there are drug users 
in the PISD but questions the extent of 
the “drug abuse problem .” 
“ If we have just two kids on drugs, 
then we have a problem ,” said the 
superintendent. “ My personal opinion 
is that we do not have a large per­ 
centage of our students who are 
m arijuana smokers—and by smoker I 
mean someone who smokes it every 
day.” 
Marijuana is definitely the most 
popular drug among youth today, Dr. 
Hendrick surmised. He said that since 
he was not aw are “of anything harder 
than m arijuana” being circulated, he 
did not think drugs such as cocaine, 
habituates, am phetamines, etc. were 
being used to any significant degree in 
Plano. 
“ But there’s a goodly number of at 
least 
weekend 
(m ariju an a) 
sm okers,” he interjected. “Kids also 
tell me alcohol consumption is pretty 
prevalent today, but we have not had 
a problem of kids having alcohol on 
them in school. 
“ Youngsters I’ve talked to have 
said,” Dr. Hendrick added, “that 
th ey ’ve tried both (alcohol and 
m arijuana) and if they’re going to get 
high 
th e y ’re 
going 
to 
sm oke 
m ariju an a 
instead 
of 
drinking 
alcohol.” 
Identifying a drug “problem” in the 


Plano school system is difficult, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Hendrick, because of 
the difficulty of defining the word 
“problem.” 
He stressed that no one can know 
the exact num ber of local students 
who are occasionally using or heavily 
using drugs. Therefore, pinpointing 
whether a real problem exists is not 
an easy task. 
“ The far m ajority of our students 
are law abiding citizens and are not 
about to do something against the 
law,” Hendrick emphasized. “With 
that in mind, I can’t buy the fact that 
the majority of our students are 
smoking m arijuana. 
“ If there is a large percentage of 
our children sm oking m ariju an a 
regularly, wouldn’t there be one 
whale of an underground m arijuana 
business going 
on 
in 
this 
com­ 
m unity?” he reasoned. “ And if there 
were, wouldn’t the police know about 
it?” 
PISD policy states that a student 
may be suspended from school for the 
remainder of the year with a loss of 
credits if he is caught with any type of 
drugs in school. The superintendent 
explained that the policy is flexible 
enough to allow a fair hearing where 
individual circu m stan ces can be 
weighed. 
“The student’s past record has a lot 
to do with it,” he noted. “ If the student 
has a long past discipline record, he 
will be looked at harshly. If we have 
reason to believe it was peer pressure 
(that enticed the child to use drugs), 
then he may get a three to five day 
suspension along with a conference 
between 
the 
principal 
and 
his 
parents.” 


The school principal is usually the 
person who discovers a student with 
drugs. Dr. Hendrick said the principal 
is required by policy to contact the 
police, who then are most apt to let the 
principal handle the situation as he 
sees fit. 
Those students who have been 
discipline problems in the past and 
who are caught with drugs at school 
are sent to Dr. Hendrick’s office for a 
meeting with the superintendent. 
“The youngsters who have a (poor 
discipline) record and who are 
habitual users, I see,” Hendrick said. 
“ I ask them to tell me how many kids 
are smoking m arijuana and they say 
‘everybody.’ I say ‘do you know 
everybody?’ and they tell me they 
don’t. 
“ Then I ask them to tell me the ones 
they’ve seen and they usually say 25 
or 30,” he continued. “ Does that mean 
there’s a circle of marijuana users? I 
can say all my friends are doing 
som ething, but does that m ean 
everyone in town is?” 
The superintendent said he feels 
that most of the students who use 
m arijuana or other drugs do so 
because of peer pressure. 
“ I don’t think the kick is the main 
thing,” he surmised. “ Peer pressure 
may be the biggest factor, but there 
still has to be someone who starts the 
thing because of poor values. 
“When you get into something like 
using drugs, you have to talk about 
values,” he added. “ We can really 
only augment what the parents teach 
at home. If there’s not a good job by 
parents, we can try to zero in on that 
child through counseling, but the 
parents are going to be the influential 


ones, there’s no doubt. 
“ It m akes it difficult for us to dei 
with children whose parents have n< 
been able to develop values at 
home—a sense of what’s wrong an 
what’s right.” 
Because proper values are in 
portant in curbing drug abuse amon 
teenagers, Dr. Hendrick said that th 
PISD’s drug education program ir 
co rp o rates 
a 
great 
am ount 
c 
decision-making and value educatio 
too (that program will be discusse 
in a later series entry.) 
Even though drug education ha 
been taught for many years in Plane 
the superintendent 
adm itted 
tha 
some students still are not aw are o 
the facts. 
“There is a feeling among many o 
the young people who have beci 
apprehended that m arijuana is no 
harmful, despite all we’ve done am 
what’s been done at home,” said Dr 
Hendrick. “ But something’s had ar 
adverse effect on them and it could bt 
m arijuana. 
“There are very few who have beer 
caught—I can’t think of a one—who 
has good grades, a good attendance 
record, a good attitude toward life. 
Whether they were like this before, or 
whether m arijuana did it, I don’t 
know, but ifs still being used as a 
crutch.” 
D espite all 
his studying and 
hypothesizing, Dr. Hendrick says he 
finds the drug movement “ the most 
perplexing thing I’ve seen in my years 
of working with kids.” Peer pressure, 
a “kick,” poor values or even a sense 
of “daring" could all be explanations, 
he suggests, for drug abuse in Plano 
schools.

Wrap It Up 


‘CSV 
Since the late 60s, David Crosby, Stephen 
Stills 
and 
Graham 
Nash 
have over­ 
whelmingly contributed to the growth of 
American Rock ’n Roll. With the release of 
their debut album in 1969, CSN immediately 
caught widespread public interest. For the 
last eight years they have combined their 
talents in various ways to produce some of 
the finest material to be laid down on vinyl. 
Their latest album, “ CSN,” unlike their 
earlier material is focused more on love and 
religion rather than politics. The album is 
acoustically oriented with its strong point 
being three perfectly blended voices (not 
many bands harmonize like CSN). Although 
Stills is responsible for most of the 
songwriting, it is Graham Nash who con­ 
tributes the best arrangements. David 
Crosby's work should not be overlooked, 
especially the album s opening tune, 
“ Shadow Captain.” It is in this song that the 
listener is immediately aware of the un­ 
derlying religious theme which prevails 
throughout the record. 
The next three songs—“ See the Changes,” 
“ Carried Away” and “ Fair Game”—are 
love ballads featuring Stills on the acoustic 
lead guitar. Side One is completed with 
“ Cathedral,” an excellent tune composed by 
Graham Nash with the power of “ Wind on 
the Water” but the intimacy of “ Our 
House.” “ Cathedral” just might be the best 
Nash tune since “ Teach Your Children.” 
Anyway, it’s the best song to be found on 
“ CSN.” 
The second side starts on a fast note with a 
Stills tune entitled “ Dark Star.” It is 
followed with Nash’s “ Just a Song Before I 
Go,” which proved lo be an AM and FM hit 
over the summer. Unfortunately, the song 
seems to be a little short in length as it ends 
soon after one can really appreciate its 
value. 
“ Run from Tears,” another Stills song, is 
different from any other tune on the album 
in that it unleashes a series of perfectly- 
timed electric guitar solos. In fact, the 
electric guitar is used in only four of the 12 
cuts on “ CSN.” At this point in the album, 
one is waiting for everything to break loose. 
Instead, CSN throws in two more excellent 
soft pieces, “ Cold Rain” and “ In My 
Dreams,” before they end the trac with a 
hard-driving song entitled “ I Give You Give 
Blind.” 
Quality studio albums such as “ CSN” are 
becoming rare these days. When an LP like 
this hits the market, it makes me anxious to 
see an upcoming live performance. 
“CSN Concert” 
Crosby, Stills and Nash performed at the 


Tarrant County Convention Center last 
Thursday night in one of the finest concerts 
ever to be presented within the doors of the 
Convention Center. CSN hit the stage just 
after eight p.m. and did not leave for good 
until ll p.m. The trio played a well-selected 
25 songs in their nearly three-hour ex­ 
travaganza. 
The group kicked off the evening with an 
old tune, “ PreRoad Downs” , which was 
followed by “ Love the One You’re With.” 
Both numbers were disappointing as CSN 
just couldn’t get the tune to sound like it 
should. Highlights before the intermission 
were “ Just a Song Before I Go” and a song 
from their latest album, “ Shadow Captain” 
(one of the better cuts from the album). The 
audience then encountered an old Stephen 
Stills song that left them on their feet while 
CSN bowed and waved before taking a short 
break. 
After returning from backstage, the trio 
began to perform a series of acoustical 
songs beginning with “ Judy Blue Eyes” . 
Following this tune, Graham Nash in­ 
troduced David Crosby to sing “ Blackbird,” 
an old Beatles hit which drew 30,000 eyes to 
Crosby’s single image on the stage. 
CSN followed this with a few more 
acoustical tunes, all accompanied with an 
acoustic guitar as the single musical in­ 
strument except in a tune by Graham Nash 
using a piano arrangement. The acoustical 
tunes included such hits as “ Our House, 
“ Cathedral,” “ Crossroads” and another 
song from their new LP, “ I Give You Give 
Blind.”
